Dear Sir: 

Great concern is being felt among 
she citizenry as to the welfare and 
well-being of the editor-in-chief, 
owner and promoter of our excel- 
lent newspaper, the Didsbury 
Pioneer. As chief architect of our 
news-gathering and news-dissem- 
inating medium he has presumed 
to inquire of those at whom no in- 
quiry should be directed and has 
remained lamentably silent in the 
face of voluminous information 
contained, strangely enough, right 
in his own newspaper.

Big Game Rules 
Are Outlined 


The 1958 big game regulations 
stipulate that gun sights may be 
levelled against sheep, goat and 
bear September 1. The licence for 
this game is $10. 

An additional $5 licence entitles 
the hunter to bag one animal in| 
the deer family and one bear each 
from the black and brown species. 

The game regulations for this 
year as laid down by the Alberta 
Department of Lands and Forests 
are as follows: 

No hunter shal] kill more than 
one male bighorn sheep with horns 
of a size sufficient to form a three- 
quarter curl or larger and = one 
mountain goat, male or female. 

No person in the open season 
for which a licence has been issued 
may kill more than one big game 
animal of the deer family, with or 


without antlers. That is to say, 
hunters are allowed one of the 
following: one deer, one elk, one 


moose, or one caribou, 

No person shall kill more than 
one grizzly bear and one black or 
brown bear. Also hunters in any 
open season, or any other time, 
are allowed to kill not more than 
one antelope. 

The regulations stipulate that 
tags issued with licences must be 
properly and securely affixed to 
game. The hunter is urged to check 
with regulations when he buys his 
licence,

THE DIDS

School Day Specials { ! 

Back to the three R’s go the kid- 
dies - let's send them off to school 
with a good lunch, Mom - 

A good lunch should be - 

- Appetizing and Attractive - so 
wrap food well before you pack it 
in a clean, aired lunch box. Therm- 
0s bottles often present a problem. 
They should be thoroughly washed, 
rinsed and aired each day. Each 
weekend, fill thermos with a sol- 
ution of baking soda and allow to 
stand overnight. Put cork in a 
small jar filled with the solution 
and cover to force cork down into 
the liquid. This will keep the bot- 
tles sweet and clean, 

Surprises help qa lot in tempting 
appetites. A double decker sand- 
wich, a twist of dried fruit, or can- 
dy - a muffin with date or fruit 
in the centre; a jar of favorite des- 
sert or something different every 
day makes eating school lunch an 
adventure. 

A good school lunch should be - 

Complete - It should supply one- 
third of the food need for the day. 
This means - 

1. Good Bread - Enriched, white, 
brown, whole wheat, rye, cracked 
wheat, raisin or fruit loaf. 

2. Muscle Builders - protein foods 
such as meat, fish, eggs, cheese or 
peanut butter, 

Here are some suggestions: 

- Baked beans, mashed with 
crisp bacon and mustard pickle, 
catsup, chili sauce or onion and 
salad dressing. 

- Apples chopped, mixed with 
nuts and creamed cheese. 

- Peanut butter with honey, jam 
or marmalade, with mashed ban- 
ana, with chopped celery, nuts, 
dates and raisins, 

3. Milk - May be used as a bey- 
erage. Milk, chocolate milk or hot 
cocoa, ‘(Never send soft drinks as 
a beverage - fruit juice, milk drinks 
or soups are much better for your 
child.) 

Occasionally milk may be includ- 
ed as cheese, milk soup, or a milk 
dessert. 

4. Fresh Crisp Foods - A raw 
food, either a fruit, or vegetable 
such as raw Carrot, turnip, lettuce, 
celery, or cabbage is needed to pro- 


‘vide vitamins, minerals and rough-

Dates And 
Bag Limits Set 


The hunting season on game 
birds in this area starts on Satur- 
day. 

The dividing line for duck hunt- 
ing is a line north of the Athabasca 
River. North of this, ducks are 
fair game from Sept. 1 to Nov. 29. 
The longer season in the south 
opens on Sept. 6 and closes Dec. 13. 

Bag limits on ducks is 10 per 
day and no hunter may have more 
than 40 in his possession at any 
one time. More than half of these 
must be mallards. 

Bag limits on rails and coots is 
10 per day with possession limits 
set at 20. For snipes the possession 
limit is 16, bag limit 8. 

Bag limit on geese, which are in 
season in this area from Sept. 6 to 
Dec. 14, is § and not more than 15 
may be possessed. 

For pheasants the season runs 
from Oct. 11 to Nov, 20 through- 
out the province, with similar 
dates applying to Hungarian and 
bush partridge, prairie chickens 
and sharp-tailed grouse. 

Bag limit for all upland game is 


6 and, except for sharp-tailed 
grouse, which has a_ possession, 
limit of 40. all possession limits 
are 25. 
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Notes From D.A.

This year with generally 
crops there will be a fairly heavy 
straw cover after combining. With 
a heavy trash cover on the field 
the problem of incorporating it in- 
to the land without any ill effect 
on next year's crop is important. 

When large tonnage of straw is 
worked into the land there is often 
a depression yield in the following 
crop, This is first noticed by the 
yellowish color of the growing crop 
which is an indication of lack of 
sufficient nitrogen. The condition 
appears mostly in fields where the 
organic matter content is low, and 
least in fields recently broken out 
of a grass legume sod, where or- 
ganic matter is relatively high. The 
incorporation of the straw is a 
must as it protects the land from 
erosion, adds fibre, organic matter 
and as it decomposes, releases val- 
uable plant food. 

The reason for the depression 
yield when a ‘heavy straw cover is 
incorporated is that while the bac- 
teria in the soil are working on the | 
break down of the trash they are 
not producing the food plants need, 
but when the trash is deermposed 
the food supply is higher,. This 
results in a deficiency for a short 
period in the growing season. When 
large amounts of straw are incor- 
porated use of nitrogen fertilizer 
proves very beneficial 

The best way to incorporate the 
Straw is firstly by having it well 
spread, then fall tillage to allow 
winter and eariy spring breakdown 
generally it can then be readily in- 
corporated in the spring and soon 


decomposed. The speed of decom- 
position is directly related to the 
organic mattcr and bacterial fe 


level in the soil. This level is of- 
ten very low the second crop after 
summeomallow, This combined with 
heavy straw from the first crop 
following the fallow will cause dis- 
appointing yields. Therefore it is 
advisable if any straw is to be gath- 
‘red up to do so from the field 
whic is an after-fallow crop. 

When the straw is heavy on a 
field seeded to grass and legume it 
must be well spread or picked up 
otherwise the forage crop will suf- 
fer, It is a green manure crop 
‘sweet clover) it is just as well to 
leave the straw well spread as it 
will incorporate during the next 
year’s fallowing operations.

INJUSTICE AT VULCAN 
Grade 12 examination results in 
Vulcan County are analysed by the 
Vulean Advocate. 
In the Vulcan high school, a mark 
of 50 per cent or better was ob- 
tained on 79 per cent of the papers 
written, 
In the other high schools in the 
| county, a 50 per cent or better 
mark was obtained on only 30 per 
cent of the papers written. 
Thirteen of the 21 grade 12 stu- 


j}dents in the Vulean High School 


passed their complete matriculat- 
ion. Only two of the 41 in the 
other high schools did the same. 
It is not at all likely that there 


jis such a@ Striking difference in the 


intelligence of the two groups of 
students, those attending the Vul- 
can high school and those attend. 
ing the others, The difference in 
marks obviously is due to differ- 
ence jn teachers or teaching. 

This is a serious reflection on the 
quality of education opportunity in 
Vulean County, and we think the 
school authorities should invest- 
igate jt, 

What is the experience elsewhere 
in the province? Do the pupils 
in th larger schools have a much 
better chance of passing?
